Ii view of the many forged banknotes which |- 


have recently been uttered in the Catony the 
following article from a home paper should 
Prove interestirg reading: to all parties con-. 
cerned ;— ; pet : 

The safeguards of the -Bank of England note 
are.the paper and penal servitude. The print- 
ing “is comparatively simple. , Twice withia 
the last twelvemonths the 44 note has been 
forged with success, and the fetish of its. per- 
fect safety has been destroyed, 

Continental money-changets have had their 
confidehce in the bank-note rudely shaken. 
Particularly in France, Belgium, Holland, and 
North Italy is it looked upon with suspicion. 
Representatives of large establishments on the 
Riviera and other places frequented by English 
visitors have recently come to London to see 
the genuine notes and discover how they may 
be distinguished from the false. In London 
tradesmen are troubled with the same fear of 
forgery, and will not readily accept a bank-note 
from a customer whoa is not known to them. * 


© The Bank of England, of course, is perfectly 
satisfied with the notes and the methods of de- 
tection, It can always distinguish the trae 
from the false by secret marks, and so protects 
itself; but the discovery is nol gmade until 
some member of the pubtic has paid for the 
note and lost his money. 

THE SCIENTIFIC FORGER, . 

For three-quarters of a century the Bank has 
beta printing the note in virtually the same 
style, with fine black ink, in a simple design, 
on pure white paper having a complicated 
watermark, The forger is a scientist of a sort, 
and science has advanced while the Bank has 
stood still Bankers, bank inspectors whose 
business itis to deal'with forgeries, engravers, 
and bank-note printers agree that there is no” 
essential diffiully in sucessfully forging the 
note 

Aninspector of yreat experience, who has 
Spent a quarter of a century ainong forgeries of 
notes and cheques, said in answer to an ins 
quiry: “Tf Barmash and his gang had pos- 
sessed £5,000 or £6,000 lo Lake up the business 
thoroughly they could have made notes as 
Rood as the realones, They lacked machinery 
for perfect printing, and one who knows the 
minutiv of the engraving could tell their notes 
were bad, But those defects could have been 
overcome. 

“The watermark was very good, though de- 
fective in place. The old forgers used to put 
on the watermark by treating it with yrease, | 
but in these nates sand-paper or| pumice-stonc 
was rubbed on the paper, anda little of the 
suface was taken off, 

“The Deven port gang made the mistake of 
issuing their notes at Kempton Park, which 
was Wo near London, for the notes reached 
the bank the nextday, and the forpéery was 
detected. They had various blemishes, but 
these would not be observed by one unaccus- 
tomed to scrutinise notes.” The paper was 


| nearly perfect on the face, but on the back 


it was what I may call ‘soapy! It lacked 
crispness. Again it was too yellow for its age. 
A rew bank-note is snowy while, but with aye 
it becomes tinged, These had tinged (oo soon. 

“In the genuine notes thermare many little 
pointsin the engraving that bankers know, and 
some that only the Kank of England tellers 
recognise. A few of these were exaggerated ; 
some of them were forgotten, but they are so 
small that the public would not observe the 
‘difference. With photography and enlargement 
these points reveal themselves. The real note 
is a beautiful white and a perfect black, the 
ideal conditions for a forger who relies on 
photography, To take a photo and reproduce it 
on a plate in raised letters for printing is no 
very difficult matter, Where many men have 
failed is in reaching the excellence .of the 
origina), and that is due to their want of means.” 

WHAT THE BANK TRUSTS TO. 

The great safeguard on which the Bank 
of England relics is the dificulty of imitats 
ing the paper and .the watermark, but 
that has been overcome, as we have seen, In 
these Devenport notes the watermark was 
very well done, But with a strong light 
one can easily photograph the watermark, 
and that done the way is clear for reproducing 
it onthe paper. The paper is handmade in 
the country, and the mark is impressed on the 
soft pulp by a raised design on the wires form: 
ing the bottom of the frame. Fine linn rags 
and threads are the basis of the paper, and 
there is some secret in the composition, as there 
is in many other papers ; but that does not pass 
the skill of the farger, and he can with money, 
tine, and a little talent reproduce the design of 
the mark, Devenport’s paper-maker was a 
little careless, and made cenain rough marks 
smooth and smooth ones rough 

The original sheets contain fournotes. They 
are cut in bal€and two notes are printed ata 
time and numbered automatically, Then they 
are cut again, andin the result each note has 
two rough edges and two smooth. It is said 
that the Bank people know which edges on a 
mote.ofa given number should be rough and 
which smooth. At any rate, that could be quite 
easilydone, The infurmation guides the Bank, 
bur does not help the public, who obviously 
cannot; know. 

Every London bank returns its notes daily to 
“the Bank of Englandand receivesa fresh supply, 
Tn this. way nearly fifty thousand are sent 
cout and received back every day, and bad notes 
‘Are-at.once discovered. That is another safe- 
guard, but again it does not come into operation 
till same one has lost his money. 

, THU PRINTER SMILES. 

Engravers and printers ‘of notes for Scotch, 

American, and foreign banks smile at the fetish 


amount int the corner. It* was’ perhaps ihe 
most perfect of all -ihe fasgeri¢s: of the last 
century, yet it was only done out of curiosity, 

No other bank that I can discover places its 
trust in plain black print and a watermark, 

‘Some of the Scotch notes are made on paper 
that‘contains really no secret, and they depend 
altogether on fine engraving and-colour print- 
ing. So farthey have not been forged, One 
note is: adorned. with portraits,-scenery, and 
complicated lacework engraviflg, both on the 
face and the back, done with a machine which 
has secrets of its own, and then it is printed In 
five colours. Un the face are three colours with 
blue predominating, and on the back are two, 
with blue again. Blue bafiles the photographer, 
and is a favourite medium for notes all over 
the world. ge ‘ 

- “Youcan hardly conceive of a combination of 

(alent among forgers sufficient to produce a nole 
like that,” said an experienced printer. ‘You 
want. first of all very fine and costly machinery 
for engraving, because photography will not do 
it. Hand’ work will not do, You must have 
one man to engrave the porimits, another of a 
different genius who can do the scenery, 
another wha can do the extremely difficult line 
and lacework, a clever colour printer and fincly- 
adjusted machinery to place the colours evenly, 
and also A papernuker who can copy. the 
watermark,” y § 
THE OLD ARGUMENT. 

A banker of wide experience expressed the 
general opinion of the exyerts consulted when 
he said; 
using this note for a very long ime, and it 
would not listen to the iden-of changing. [tis 
too conservative in this as in its other methods 
of business. 
be forged and is forged. Our tellers can detect 
most of the fatgeries, though | beheve Deven- 
porl’s notes pas:ec at several branch banks.” 

The Bank of England stands alone in its 
reliance on simplicity, Other banks anc note- 
issuing Governments depend upon complenity 
of desi.n, the difficully of reproducing the fine 
engraving, and on-the help of coloyr-printing. 
Recent events show that the superior safety of 
the century-old English method no longer 
holds, The printing safeguard is shattered, 
the paper has been imitated, so that the only 
security agaist forgery is the terror of penal 
servitude, It seems to be the duty of the 
yovernor and company of the Bank to consider 
whether the incthods of three generations ayo 
are adequate for the (wentieth century.

THE HONGKONG CURRENCY © ; 


MEETING. 
SEARS ant 
Reviewing the recent meeting of the Hong- 
kong General Chamber of Commerce, 


convened to. consider the question of the 
Hongkong. Currency, the Singapore Free 
Pres observes:—It will be noted that the 
Hongkong Chamber does not ask for the 
appointment of a special Hongkong Com- 
mission, but is content to have its own case 
txamined by the Commission that has just 
reported on the Straits currency and, to far, 
has now completed its task, In a sense 
Hongkong recognises in this proposal, that 
there exists a practical solidarity between the 
monetary situations in the Straits and Hongr 
kong, and that there could be no better authority 
lo report on the matter than that which has just 
finished its investigation of the Straits curreacy 
question, and bas made. specific recommenda 
lions thereon, As regards the division in the 
Hongkong Chamber of Commerce it shows 
that opinion forand against investigation and 
report is, roughly, as three to two. . The fact,. 
therefore, that even in Hongkong, where the 
influences making for retaining the actual 
currency conditions are far stronger than in the 
Straits, a majority of opinion, is for a critical 
tevisal of these conditions, has an indirect effect 
mm strengthening the case, in the Straits, for 
fixation of our currency.

AT SINGAPORE. 


In the Singapore Supreme Court, Mr. Justice 
ilyndman, Jones has given judgment in the 
case, Sch Veow Sheng & Co, against Messrs, 
Sander, Wieler, & Co. 

In the course of his remarks the learned 
judge said, “In this case plaintiffs are mer- 
chants in Singapore, who seek to recover from 
the defendants, who are merchants in Hong: 
kong, $4,230, which they allege defendants 
should refund to them as money had or re- 
ceived to their use; and further the sum of 
$:2,800, bemy the estimated profits for twelve 
months of aves el catled the Zryz at $1,900 
per month. ‘the charter party, which is the 
foundatian of the acti n, was for twelve months, 
and was sisned by plaintiffs and by Rautenbera 
Schmidt and Co, a8 agents of defend ints by 
telegraph. It seporte} the Trym as being 
classed “ AL" at Linyd's and fader alia as 
heing a first-class insurance ‘risk, It was 
later found thatthe 7'rynt was not so classed, 
and it was therfore held she was not a first: 
class risk. Pénintiffs claim they repudiated 
the contract as soon after ascertaining this as 
possible, and handed back the possession to 
Rautenberg, Schmidt and Co The defend- 
ants allege this was done later, Plaintiffi had 
already made three monthly payments in an 
advance of $7,500, and they seek to ‘recover 


that the only chance of avoiding a colli- 
sion was to put the helm aport, which was dane 
accordingly. Pefore the collision the six men 
aboard t'¢ junk shouted to «ttract the attention 
of those aboard the steniner. The witnesses 
for the Eclair said thal they shouted, but the

Dispatches 
have also been received from the Governors of 
Kueichou and, Yunnan reporting the progress
